Students  withdraw  recall 


The  following  is  a statement  by 
David  Handy  and  Bruce  Wilson  in 
response  to  Brian  Walton's  statement 
of  November  1 1 , 1970.  It  was  received 
just  at  Universe  press  time: 

When  the  present  controversy 
started,  it  was  our  intent  to  call 
attention  of  the  students  of  BYU  to 
the  actions  of  the  student  body 
president,  Brian  Walton,  and  the 
executive  vice-president,  Jon 
Ferguson,  which  we  felt  were  contrary 
to  the  best  interests  of  Brigham  Young 
University. 

On  this  premise,  the  petition  was 
instigated  to  remove  these  men  from 
office  as  it  was  felt  desirable  to  have  as 
student  representatives  those  who 
demonstrated  by  their  actions  that 
they  truly  upheld  the  leaders  of  The 
Church  and  BYU  and  who  represented 
ALL  the  students  of  BYU. 

In  light  of  the  statement  issued  by 
Brian  Walton  yesterday,  his 
recognition  that  up  to  now  he  has  not 


represented  all  the  student  body,  his 
statement  of  clarification  relative  to 
the  pamphlet,  “An  Important  Message 
to  the  Men  of  BYU,”  his  public 
statement  that  he  supports  the  actions 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
administration,  and  the  programs  he 
has  initiated  to  bring  into  student 
government  the  influence  of  students 
from  all  areas,  it  would  appear  that  the 
essential  elements  that  precipitated  the 
removal  movement  can  be  worked  out.

Because  Nixon 
has  the  casualty  rate  down  to  50  soldiers  a 
week  and  because  troops  are  being 
withdrawn  from  Vietnam,  there  is  no  need 
for  concern,  Harsh  continued. 

“The  country  is  no  longer  concerned 
over  Nixon’s  foreign  policy  in  Vietnam,” 
said  Harsh. 

In  contrast  to  Nixon’s  immense  success 
in  Vietnam,  Harsh  declared  that  the 
president  was  still  “. . . faced  with  the  great 
problem  of  domestic  economy.”  He 
contends  that  Nixon  “must  stabilize  the 
economy  if  he  wishes  to  be  a second  term 
president.” 

INFLATION  AND  a troubled  economy 
are  due  to  a prevalent  disease  among 
Western  governments.  Harsh  says  that  this 
is  the  “Democratic  disease.”  It  is  due 
mainly  to  the  “inability  to  handle  inflation 
and  creeping  inflation  in  every  modern 
industrial  country.” 

Pointing  out  that  Russia  did  not  have  this 
problem  because  of  their  arbitrary  controls 
on  inflation,  he  stressed  that  “Russia  is 
suffering  more  with  arbitrary  controls  than 
we  are  from  inflation.” 

Nixon  is  seeking  to  fulfill  his  campaign 
promise  without  employing  wage  and  price 
controls.  Marsh  added  that  “People  buy 
today  because  they  assume  that  prices  will 
be  higher  tomorrow.” 

He  interprets  Nixon’s  recent  election  loss 
of  key  administration  candidates  and 
governors  as  “. . . The  American  people’s 
response  to  Nixon’s  failure  to  remedy 
inflation.” 

Harsh  attributed  the  fact  that  “money 
began  flowing  into  the  democratic  party 
fund”  last  week  to  the  recent  elections.

(International  Federation  of  Football  Associations) 
coach  in  the  world.  He  is  sent  to  all  parts  of  the 
globe  where  soccer  needs  beefing  up.  He  helped 
coach  Germany  to  a second  place  finish  in  the  ’66 
World  Cup  Games  and  he  was  again  employed  by 
Germany  in  an  advisory  capacity  during  the  recently 
completed  World  Cup  Games  in  Mexico  where 
Germany  Fmished  third  behind  Brazil  and  Italy. 


Mr.  Cramer  spent  all  of  last  year  traveling  through 
the  United  States,  meeting  with  soccer  teams  on 
almost  every  campus  in  the  country.  He  indicated 
that  at  the  present  time  St.  Louis  University  and 
San  Jose  State  along  with  the  military  academies, 
Army,  Navy  & Air  Force,  have  the  best  soccer 
programs  in  the  country.  But  he  was  quick  to  add 
that  if  and  when  BYU  decides  to  join  the  NCAA  the 
Cougars  would  be  in  that  elite  top  group  in  just  a 
short  while.

Utah  landmark  bums, 
arson  suspected  cause 


MAGNA,  Utah  (UPI)  - Saltair 
Resort,  a major  landmark  in 
Utah’s  20th  Century  history, 
burned  to  the  ground  in  a 
pre-dawn  blaze  today,  the 
apparent  victim  of  an  arsonist’s 
torch. 

The  long-abandoned  building, 
which  had  been  a major  tourist 
attraction  for  the  first  half  of  the 
present  century,  caught  fire  about 
4 a.m.  By  the  time  fire  crews 
arrived  at  4:20,  the  entire  building 
was  in  flame. 

Sheldon  Prester,  Salt  Lake  City, 
the  man  who  spearheaded  a drive 
a few  years  ago  to  restore  Saltair, 
said  he  estimated  the  loss  to  be 
around  $500,000. 

Firemen  at  the  scene  said  the 
pavilion’s  dome  had  collapsed  and 
flames  had  completely  engulfed 
the  building  when  they  arrived. 
They  said  there  was  no  water 
supply  near  the  building  and  the 
log  pilings  on  which  the  pavilion 
was  built  were  not  strong  enough 
to  support  fire  trucks. 

County  Chief  Charles  Paris  said 
arson  would  almost  have  to  be  the 
cause  of  the  blaze  because  there 
were  no  heating  or  electrical 
connections  to  the  weather-beaten 
wooden  buildings.

Salt  Lake  County  Sheriff’s 
deputies  who  saw  flames  leaping 
into  the  early  morning  sky  at  3 :53 
a.m. 

The  resort  had  been  closed  since 
Labor  Day  in  1958  after  public 
interest  declined.  By  the  time  of 
the  closing,  the  Water  of  the  Great 
Salt  Lake  had  receded  more  than 
one-half  mile  from  the  resort’s 
pilings. 

When  it  was  'built  in  1893  at  a 
cost  of  $250,000,  the  water  was 
chest  high,  and  bathers  flocked  to 
the  area  each  season  to  take 
advantage  of  the  resort’s 
amusement  park  facilities  and  sun 
bathing. 

A fire  almost  completely 
destroyed  Saltair  in  April,  1925, 
but  developers  rebuilt  the  pavilion 
and  amusement  areas  and,  by 
1929,  it  was  reopened. 

But  Saltair  had  lost  much  of  its 
appeal  by  then,  and  it  began  a 
gradual  decline  until  the  late 
1950s  when  it  closed  for  good.

Films  were  ordered 
from  the  Foreign  Language 
Centers  in  New  York  and  Houston 
and  often  arrived  late. 

Eitner  explained  that  the  films 


He  said  that  films  had  to  be 
chosen  carefully  to  meet  BYU 
standards.  Eitner  added  that 
selections  are  made  by  a 
committee  of  Foreign  Language 
Department  instructors. 

Eitner  said  the  program  was  in 
progress  again  this  year.  “We  hope 
to  smooth  the  wrinkles  out  this 
year.” 

According  to  Eitner,  the  IFF 
has  been  well  recieved  by  the 
university  community.  High 
school  language  groups  have  been 
invited  to  view  the  films,  he 
added.  “We  are  pleased  with  the 
response.” 

Eitner  said  a list  of  films  to  be 
shown  would  be  published  and 
released  at  a later  date. 

“Not  only  has  the  IFF  reached 
more  people  for  a larger  Monday 
night  movie  crowd,  but  it’s 
created  an  opportunity  for  good 
language  experience,”  Eitner 
concluded. 

This  Monday,  Nov.  16,  the  IFF 
will  present  an  Italian  film  “La 
Strada.”

Professor  Ferril  A.  Losee  reigns  as  chairman  of  BYU’s  Electrical 
Engineering  Department,  the  largest  department  within  the  college  of 
physical  and  engineering  sciences,  with  470  majors  and  the  largest 
number  of  students  ever  receiving  bachelor  and  master  degrees. 

Professor  Losee  arrived  at  BYU  in  1965  at  his  present  position  after 
working  several  years  with  Philco  Ford.  Other  than  advising  students, 
some  of  the  major  concerns  of  Brother  Losee  are  plans  for  the  new  six 
million  dollar  engineering  building  scheduled  for  use  in  the  fall  of  1972. 
Also,  for  the  first  time,  a doctorate  program  in  engineering  is 
functioning  at  BYU  this  year. 

Professor  Losee  spends  much  of  his  time  as  a consultant  for  technical 
planning  in  the  area  of  electronic  countermeasures  of  radar  and  missile 
programs. 

“We  have  had  a very  fine  reception  of  our  students  in  the  past, 
remarks  Professor  Losee.  For  this  reason  he  feels  optimistic  in  regard  to 
future  job  placement  of  his  graduates,  despite  the  shortage  of  jobs 
resulting  in  the  recent  financial  cut  back  in  government  military  and 
aerospace  programs.  His  student  offers  have  been  typically  higher  than 
the  national  average.  Brother  Losee  attributes  this  to  the  high  maturity 
and  rounded  education  of  the  graduates  provided  by  The  Church  and 
BYU. 

Brother  Losee  has  served  as  bishop  in  Newport  Beach,  California.  He 
enjoys  skiing.

Lunar  effects  examined 


Dr.  John  Weete,  a scientist  at 
the  Lunar  Research  Institute, 
Manned  Space  Center,  Houston, 
will  present  a seminar  in  the 
MLSB  November  17  on 
“Botanical  Research  in  the  Lunar 
Receiving  Laboratory  in  Houston, 
Tex.” 

Dr.  Weete,  who  will  be  on 
campus  November  16  and  17,  is 
investigating  the  effects  of  the 
Lunar  soil  on  plant  tissue.

biochemistry. 


Algae  growth  pollutes  lakes 


The  major  ecological  problem  purposes  difficult,  if  not  the  lakes  primarily  as  the  result  o

Siberia  today  is  much  “like 
America  100  years  ago,”  said 
Hack  Miller  Wednesday  night  in  a 
lecture  to  prompt  the  new  BYU 
activities  center  in  construction. 
500  people  heard  the  journalist 
parallel  the  Soviet  and  American 
people  as  he  described  films  he 
took  on  the  first  tourist  flight  to 
Siberia  last  summer. 

Miller,-  who  has  been  with  the 
Deseret  News  staff  for  36  years 
and  has  been  sports  editor  for  the 
last  22,  was  part  of  the  Lowell 
Thomas  group  that  chartered  the 
first  Alaskan  Airlines  flight  to 
Siberia.  He  received  his  jurist 
doctor  in  law  from  the  University 
of  Utah  before  entering  the  field 
of  journalism. 

Tourism  has  just  begun,  but  it  is 
already  having  a great  effect  on 
Russia  and  her  people,  said  Miller.. 
Manufacturing,  construction  of 
•power  dams,  housing,  and  public 
facilities,  and  restoration  of 
historic  sites  is  taking  place  at  a 
rate  never  attained  before. 

The  people  are  very  industrious 
and  are  very . friendly  when  they 
get  over  “the  shock”  of  meeting 
an  American  for  the  first  time,  he 
said.  Their  government  guide  told 
Miller  that  the  people  loved  them 
and  then  after  reconsideration 
said  the  people  liked  them  very 
much. 

The  Soviet  girls  are  very  style 
concious,  he  said,  and  they  try 
very  hard  to  keep  with  the  styles 
even  though  they  don’t  have  the 
materials  to  do  it  with  that  the 
western  girl  has. 

Even  though  the  people  are 
better  off  now  than  they  have 
ever  been  before,  Miller  said  that 
almost  any  one  of  them  would 
take  the  first  chance  to  get  out  of 
Russia. 

“Is  this  a two  way  thing,”  Miller 
asked  the  Soviet  Vice-president  of 
Tourism  in  reference  to  the 
tourist  flights.  “No,”  he  said.  Why 
should  we  go  to  America  when  we 
have  a “sixth  of  the  world  ”.

This  process  of  over 
fertilization,  called 
eutrophication,  was  the  subject  of 
a lecture  by  Dr.  G.  Fred  Lee,  a 
professor  of  water  chemistry  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Central  Utah 
Section  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society  Wednesday. 

Dr.  Lee  described  and  showed 
slides  of  Mendota  Lake  (which  he 
said  was  similiar  in  condition  to 
Utah  Lake)  near  Madison, 
Wisconsin  as  an  example  of  the 
eutrophic  condition. 

Proportional  increases  of  algae 
and  weed  growth  result  when 
nitrogen  and  phosphorous  levels 
rise  above  the  critical  levels  of  0.3 
milligrams  per  liter  of  water  for 
nitrogen  and  0.1  milligrams  per 
liter  of  lake  water  for 
phosphorous. 

Phosphorous  levels  are  raised  in 


runoff  from  rural  areas,  municipa 
and  industrial  wastes,  and  urbai 
runoff.  50  per  cent 
phosphorous  in  lakes  comes  fror 
detergents,  according  to  Dr.  Lee 
Major  sources  of  nitrogen  ij 
lakes  are  from  ground  water  ai 
rainfall,  but  a substantial  amounjl 
comes  also  from  municipal  and 
industrial  wastes.

It 
would  be  really  a smart  move  to 
give  back  those  islands.  It’s  only 
logical  for  Russia  and  Japan  to  get 
together  against  China.” 

Red  China  in  the  U.N.?  “The 
U.N.  should  merely  be  seen  as  a 
neutral  ground  for  all  nations.  All 
through  history  man  has  always 
provided  for  a neutral  ground  on 
which  to  talk  . . . 

“The  king’s  messengers  of  old 
were  allowed  to  travel  between 
armies  . . . the  Vatican  was  always 
used  for  peace  talks  ...  in  ancient 
Greece  they  stopped  war  for  the 
Olympic  games  . . . Red  China 
should  be  allowed  in  if  the  U.N.  is 
viewed  in  this  way.” 

De  Gaulle’s  death?  “The  death 
of  de  Gaulle  will  have  ho  real 
effect.  His  influence  finished 
when  he  stepped  down  from 
power.  It  is  only  significant  as  the 
death  of  a venerable,  old,  historic 
relic.” 

Election  of  1972?  “I  think 
(Edmund)  Muskie  will  be  the 
Democratic  candidate.

“Fears  and  mental  attitudes  can 
be  helped  by  building  up  positive 
attitudes,  by  being  realistic  about 
your  abilities  and  by  finding  out 


through  the  counseling  center  on 
campus.  But  many  students  don’t 
take  advantage  of  this,”  Dr. 
Chamberlain  said. 


Campus  News  Notes 


He  mentioned  definite  steps 
used  at  the  counseling  center  to 
help  students  to  feel  relaxed  and 
able  to  do  their  best  in  a fearful 
situation— such  as  tests  and  social 
situations.  There  are  relaxation 
techniques,  desensitation 
techniques  and  hypnotherapy  (for 
example,  giving  a post  hypnotic 
suggestion  to  relax  when  taking  a 
test.) 

Dr.  Chamberlain  helped 
someone  fearful  of  riding  an 
airplane  which  meant  success  or 
failure  in  this  person’s  job. 
Through  the  desensitation  method 
he  was  able  to  feel  relaxed  when 
flying. 

This  is  a step-by-step  process  of 
working  through  fears;  relaxing 
and  thinking  of  the  fear  provoking 
experience  at  the  same  time. 

Another  way  to  help  overcome 
fears  of  failure  in  college  is  to 
increase  training  in  study  skills 
and  reading  habits.  Dr. 
Chamberlain  found  that  many 
students  come  to  college  not 
knowing  how  to  study. 

Dr.  F.  Terry  Jenkins,  clinical 
psychologist  at  the  BYU  Health 
Center,  said  90  per  cent  of  the 
people  he  interviews  feel  inferior, 
and  that  many  of  these  people 
never  try  new  things  because  of 
the  fear  of  failure. 

Dr.  Jenkins  said  the  Latter-day 
Saint  culture  sometimes  can  cause 
failure  fears  since  we  are  taught 
always  to  succeed  and  to  be 
concerned  of  what  people  think 
about  us. 

He  mentioned  a way  of  helping 
people  overcome  failure  fears  by 
an  “experimentation  method.” 
This  is  a technique  based  on  the 
theory  that  an  experiment  is 
“allowed”  to  fail  because  no  one 
is  sure  if  an  experiment  will  work 
or  not.  If  one  thinks  of  the 
situation  as  an  experiment,  failure 
won’t  seem  so  bad.

‘ RAMONA ’ 


Seymourbegancareer  early

Since  early  boyhood,  John 
Lawrence  Seymour,  composer  of 
the  opera  “Ramona”,  has  been 
intensely  interested  in  opera  and 
in  the  general  theater. 

Born  in  Los  Angeles  in  1893, 
Dr.  Seymour  continued  his  love  of 
music  through  studying  the  violin 
under  the  direction  of  Lalla 
Fagge,  and  also  the  viola.  “This 
launched  me  into  the  field  of 
active  music,”  he  said. 

During  his  high  school  years  in 
Los  Angeles,  he  was  given  many 


opportunities  as  a performer  and 
as  a composer.  He  wrote  for  the 
high  school  orchestra  and  stage. 
“This  added  experience  provided 
more  interest  for  me  in  the  music 
field,”  Dr.  Seymour  said,  “and  I 
began  writing  opera  scores.” 

Dr.  Seymour  received  his  higher 
education  at  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley,  obtaining  his 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  letters 
and  science  in  1917,  the  Master  of 
Arts  degree  in  Russian  in  1919, 
and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  in  English  in  1940.  After 
receiving  his  Master’s  degree,  Dr. 
Seymour  studied  opera  in  Europe. 


He  was  able  to  take  private  lessons 
from  leading  Italian  and  French 
operatic  composers  and  while 
there  in  Europe  in  1922  and  in 
1928,  he  attended  many  famous 
live  opera  performances. 

“Ramona”  which  is  among 
several  operas  and  operettas  also 
composed  by  Dr.  Seymour,  was 
started  back  in  the  1920s  after  Dr. 
Seymour  had  been  impressed  with 
the  novel  by  the  same  name, 
which  was  written  by  Helen  Hunt 
Jackson.  The  novel  Ramona  has 
also  been  a basis  for  two  films  and 
is  the  subject  of  an  annual  pageant 
in  Hemet,  California. 

Although  “Ramona”,  which  is  a 
beautiful  romance  about  early 
California,  was  finished  in  the 
1930s,  it  was  not  submitted  to 
BYU  for  examination  until  about 
two  years  ago.  Dr.  Seymour  chose 
the  Y because  he  was, 
“ . . . impressed  by  the  opera 
program,  by  the  beauty  of  the 
productions,  by  the  variety  and 
by  the  enthusiasm  of  the  BYU 
music  department.” 

Dr.  Seymour  is  currently  a 
member  of  ASCAP  and  the  Board 
of  Natural  History,  Inc.  He  is 
presently  residing  in  Cedar  City, 
Utah  where  he  is  the  head  of  a 
special  library  in  the  humanities  at 
Southern  Utah  State  College. 

Even  now,  Dr.  Seymour 
continues  to  write  his  operas,  and

One  of  the  most  improved 
members  of  the  nationally  ranked 
BYU  tennis  team  has  been  Mark 
Shires.  Shires,  who  last  year 
played  in  the  number  six  position 
for  Coach  Wayne  Pearce,  has  been 
coming  on  strong  in  pre-season 
drills.  He  is  currently  playing  in 


the  number  two  spot.  Last 
weekend  Mark  finished  second  in 
the  BYU  Indoor  Tennis 
Tournament  losing  to  teammate 
Zdravko  Mincek. 

Mark  hails  from  Cordiff,  Calif, 
and  is  a sophomore  majoring  in 
economics.  When  asked  how  this 


year’s  team  compared  to  last 
year’s  team  Shires  stated,  “we  are 
about  as  tough  as  last  year’s  team, 
and  our  recruiting  during  the 
summer  has  produced  two  fine 
prospects,  Chris  De  Graff  and 
Albert  Lansdorp.”

Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth’s 
Cougars  will  try  to  get  back  on 
the  winning  track  after  a lethargic 
performance  last  week  which  had 
them  on  the  short  end  of  a 26-9 
score  to  Colorado  State. 

The  Cats  will  be  in  Albuquerque 
Saturday  to  face  devastating 
ground  attack  of  the  New  Mexico 
Lobos.  Kickoff  is  1 :30  p.m.  in 
University  Stadium. 

The  Lobos  are  currently 
challenging  pre-season  favorite 
Arizona  State  for  the  WAC 
championship  with  a perfect  4-0 
slate  in  conference  play.  Coach 
Rudy  Feldman’s  crew  is  looking 
to  knock  off  the  Cougars  and  set 
the  stage  for  a title  clash  next 
week  with  the  Sun  Devils  in 
Tempe. 

ASU  is  also  4-0  with  Utah,  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  remaining  on 
their  schedule. 

BYU  is  1-4  in  WAC  play  and  of 
course,  out  of  title  contention. 
The  only  glory  left  for  the 
Cougars  is  to  act  as  spoilers  in  its 
two  remaining  contests— against 
the  Lobos  and  Utah,  who  is  also 
in  the  championship  picture  with 
a 3-1  mark. 

The  Cougars  go  into  Saturday’s 
clash  as  a decided  underdog, 
although  Coach  Hudspeth  holds  a 
5-1  edge  over  the  Lobos  since 
coming  to  BYU.  He  has  won  five 


straight  since  losing  26-14  in  his 
first  year. 

Feldman  is  0-2  against  BYU  in 
his  two  years  at  the  Albuquerque 
school  and  is  looking  for  some 
sweet  revenge. 

BYU  came  up  with  one  of  its 
best  performances  of  the  1969 
season  in  handing  New  Mexico  a 
41-15  licking  last  year  in  Provo. 
Kip  Jackson,  who  is  out  with  a 
knee  injury,  rushed  for  155  yards, 
and  quarterback  Marc  Lyons  ran 
for  two  touchdowns  as  the  Cats 
ran  up  a 41-0  lead  before  the 
Lobos  came  back  foT  two 
insignificant  last  quarter  scores. 

Meanwhile,  the  Cougar  defense 
limited  Sam  Scarber  to  49  yards 
rushing,  and  the  Lobos  ended  up 
with  197  yards  total  offense, 
compared  to  BYU’s  409. 

It  will  take  another  great  effort 
from  BYU’s  front  four  to  contain 
New  Mexico  again.  With  Scarber 
averaging  99  yards  rushing  per 
game  and  halfback  Fred  Henry 
right  behind  a 96.1,  the  Cats’ 
defensive  line  of  Joe  Liljenquist, 
Mike  Jacobsen,  Gerald  Meyer  and 
Jim  Faulkner  will  have  their  work 
cut  out  for  them.

The  BYU  White  and  Blue  soccer 
teams  play  one  of  their  hardest 
games  of  the  season  Saturday 
when  they  meet  each  other  in 
league  competition  at  3:30  p.m. 
at  Haws  Field.  Although  they 
regularly  play  each  other  in 
practice  sessions,  having  to  play 
against  each  other  in  a game  that 
counts  is  a different  matter,  and 
both  teams  are  just  a little  bit 
apprehensive. 

Right  now  the  White  team  is  in 
a tie  for  second  place  in  the  league 
standings,  and  the  Blue  team  is 
half  a game  behind.  The  White 
team  is  favored  to  win,  but  if  the 
Blue  upsets  them,  the  standings  of 
the  two  teams  will  be  reversed, 
and  the  White  team  will  then  be 
half  a game  behind  the  Blue. 


The  White  team  is  considered 
by  most  observers  to  be  the 
stronger  of  the  two  teams,  but  the 
Blues  are  a younger,  more 
aggressive,  and  more  enthusiastic 
team,  and  they  are  quite, 
determined  to  win. 


In  an  interview  with  Dan 
Madsen,  coach  of  the  White  team, 
he  made  the  observation  that  the 
White  team  is  a more  international 
team  than  the  Blue,  and 
consequently  they  play  a slightly 
different  game.  Most  of  the  White 
team  have  been  playing  soccer 
since  they  were  children,  whereas 
most  of  the  Blue  team  have  only 
been  playing  soccer  since  high 
school  or  college.  This  gives  the 
White  team  the  advantage  of 
experience. 

Both  teams  will  be  playing  a 


4-2-4  game,  with  4 forwards,  2 
halfbacks,  and  4 fullbacks. 
Tentative  starting  line-ups  are  as

Defensive  tackle  Scott  Haneberg  will  be  playing 
his  first  and  only  game  of  the  short  season  for 
the  BYU  Kittens  today  when  the  frosh  take  on 
the  undefeated  Utah  squad  at  2 p.m.  in  Cougar 
Stadium.  Haneberg  injured  a knee  in  pre-season 
practice  and  his  presence  has  been  missed  by 
BYU  in  the  first  three  games.  Haneberg  is  from 
Honolulu,  Hawaii. 


“We’ve  got  a lot  to  do  to  prepare  for  Friday’s 
game,”  said  Helm.  “We’re  going  to  shuffle  our 
personnel  around  as  best  we  can.  Then,  too  we  are 
going  to  have  to  shore  up  our  pass  defense  and  work 
to  contain  the  outside  attack.” 

Helm  said  that  the  Papooses,  who  are  3-0  so  far, 
are  a well  balanced  club  with  a strong  passing  game. 

The  Kittens’  main  threat  on  the  ground  will 
probably  be  Brian  Gladwell,  the  running  back  who 
came  up  with  54  yards  on  seven  carries  against  the 
Air  Force. 

Mark  Kinkead,  the  frosh  quarterback  from 
Oklahoma,  was  injured  in  practice  and  will  not  be 
able  to  play  in  today’s  game.  Converted  defensive 
back  Charlie  LeDuc  will  get  the  QB  nod  for  the 
Kittens.  Jerry  Dugger,  another  player  from 
Oklahoma  caught  five  passes  for  63  yards. 

Dugger,  who  has  kickoff  returns  of  90  and  95 
yards  for  TD’s  this  year,  nearly  broke  a couple  more 
against  the  Falcons ‘last  week.
